Herewith  my  annual  report  for  1959  • 

The  three  main  methods  of  preventing  the  spread 
of  infection  are  inoculation,  improved  sanitwation  and 
personal  hygiene,  and  isolation. 

Inoculation  is  gradually  extending  in  scope 
to  cover  the  most  deadly  infections,  but  it  will  never  be 
completely  successful  while  a substantial  minority  of 
people  remain  unprotected.  Constant  vigilance  on  the  part 
of  health  workers  is  needed  to  achieve  even  the  present 
percentages  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  and 
smallpox. 

The  number  of  acceptances  of  B.C.G,  vaccination  among 
thirteen-year  olds  is  still  far  from  satisfactory. 

ViThile  improved  sanitation  has  resulted  in  the 
virtual  disappearance  of  such  diseases  as  typhoid  fever, 
there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement.  Dysentery  and 
food  poisoning  are  far  too  easily  spread,  especially  in 
schools,  because  of  carelessness  among  both  children  and 
adults  in  hygiene  and  handling  of  food.  Washing  the  hands 
after  using  the  toilet,  and  before  handling  food,  should 
become  a habit  in  adults  as  well  as  children,  and  inadequate 
facilities  for  doing  this  should  not  be  tolerated. 

Isolation  arrangements  are  adequate  for  most 
infectious  fevers,  but  the  problem  of  tuberculosis  sufferers 
receiving  home  treatment  is  not  yet  solved.  B.C.G. 
vaccination  is  not  given  to  all  young  children,  and  for  their 
potection  adult  sufferers  need  enough  room  at  home  to 
isolate  themselves  efficientlyo 
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Control  of*  bacterial  infection  has  improved  in  recent 
yearSy  mainly  at  treatment  level  but  to  some  extent  in  prevention 
especially  by  inoculation.  The  virus  diseases,  however,  of  which 
influenza  and  the  common  cold  arc  examples,  are  another  story. 
Inoculation  against  them  is  difficult  either  because  the 
immunity  conferred  by  an  attack  or  by  inoculation  is  very  brief, 
or  because  each  of  many  types  of  the  disease,  or  in  the  case  of 
influenza,  each  of  many  strains  within  each  type,  has  its  own 
specific  immune  reaction  and  protection  against  other  strains 
is  limited, 

During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  influenza  in  a local 
graimnar  school  was  brought  to  our  attention.  On  January  19th 
70  children  were  absent  from  school,  by  the  23rd  199,  ^^d  218 
three  days  later  (by  which  time  28  children  had  returned 
feeling  weak  but  otherwise  well).  The  main  symptoms  were 
soreness  of  limbs,  feeling  ill,  stiffness  of  neck,  tiredness 
and  loss  of  appetite,  and  there  was  low  fever,  6 volunteers 
had  blood  tests  and  throat  swabs,,  and  the  infection  7;as 
identified  as  influenza  B,  The  thanks  of  the  community  are 
due  to  these  volunteers  and  their  parents,  who  gave  their 
consent#  The  infection  spread  to  a limited  extent  in  other 
schools?  and  by  January  27th  one  child  in  eight  was  away 
from  sc&ool  in  Carlton,  It  was  discovered  that  the  outbreak 
had  really  begun  in  Arnold,  where  it  was  much  more  widespread. 

Another  example  of  virus  infection  which  shows  how 
far  we  have  still  to  go  occurred  on  a housing  estate  where  a 
child  died  of  bronchiolitis,  A number  of  neighbouring  children 
had  "feverish  colds",  and  an  older  child  with  similar  symptoms 
and  signs  was  found  to  have  psittacosis.  Investigation 
showed  that  a number  of  people  had  budgerigars,  some  of  which 
had  been  ailing.  Diagnosis  of  this  disease  is  slow,  thou^ 
treatment  is  effective. 

Bacterial  diseases 


Food  poisoning  and  dysentery,  which  result  from 
swallowing  food  contaminated  by  excrement,  are  both  still 
common.  An  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  in  a primary  school 
followed  the  Christmas  party,  and  was  brought  to  our  attention 
by  a family  doctor  during  the  Christmas  holidays.  Investigation 
showed  that  a convalescent  carrier  had  contaminated  some  of 
the  food  which  she  had  volunteered  to  prepare  for  the  party. 
Owing  to  tho  alertness  of  the  family  doctor  in  question  no  new 
cases  at  all  occurred  after  the  first  notification,  although 
one  family  refused  to  co-operate  in  investigation  and 
control  measures.  As  there  is  considerable  danger  to  old  people 
and  the  newborn  in  this  disease,  one  cannot  feel  justified  in 
not  insisting  in  the  fut\ire  on  the  application  of.  control 
measures  in  these  outbreaks. 
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Housing.  A depressingly  large  nim'ber  of  the  houses 
inspected  during  the  year  for  disrepair  could  have  been 
kept  in  good  condition  hy  proper  maintenance.  Improvement 
grants  make  it  possible  for  landlords  to  do  substantial 
repairs  and  modernise  their  houses  but  very  few  landlords 
have  taken  advantage  of  them,  Nor  does  the  Rent  Act  seem 
to  have  encouraged  more  than  a minority  of  either  landlords 
or  tenants  to  aim  at  improvements  in  repair  or  amenity. 

As  a result  many  houses  which  could  have  a useful  life  of 
some  years  are  being  allowed  to  deteriorate  to  the  point 
where  they  will  become  candidates  for  demolition. 


A welcome  addition  to  the  amenities  of  Carlton 
will  be  the  sv/imming  bath,  Treasury  permission  for  which 
was  granted  during  the  year.

This  ssrvic©  is  operaisd  hy  1/116  Coun1;y  Council  and 
is  controlled  hy  a full-time  organiser  who  is  based  at 
Park  House,  Carlton,  (telephone  24-7151)  and  is  responsible 
for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Arnold  and  Carlton. 

There  are  93  whole— time  and  part-time  helps  and 
each  week  an  average  of  306  cases  are  dealt  with  in  the 
area  covered.  The  charge  is  3/6d  per  hour.  A part  or  the 
whole  of  the  cost  is  remitted  in  some  circumstances.

The  chronic  sick  and  aged  are  generally  cared  for 
at  home  by  relatives,  with  the  help  of  the  District  Nurse, 
but  sometimes  the  complexity  of  the  of  the  nursing  required 
is  such  that  hospital  care  becomes  necessary.  In  a few 
instances,  the  patient  is  confused  in  mind  and  is  not  fully 
aware  of  this  need.  In  such  cases  it  is  seldom  necessary  to 
resort  to  compulsory  powers  under  the  National  Assistance  Act 
1948>  Section  47?  and  every  such  case  in  the  past  year  has 
been  dealt  with  by  gentle  persuasion. 

Institutional  care  for  the  able-bodied  elderly  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Welfare  Service.

Mr.  Chairman, and  Gent lemon, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  this,  my  fourteenth 
Annual  Report  as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  on  the  work 
carried  out  during  the  year  1959. 

The  pattern  during  the  year  is  very  much  the  same 
as  during  1958*  Meat  inspection  has  again  on  average  occupied 
the  equivalent  of  one  Inspector  whole  time,  and  the  housing 
survey  in  the  Hetherfield  area  of  the  districo  has  been 
continued  as  a result  of  which  many  houses  are  being  brought  up 
to  a reasonable  standard  of  repair. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Sonne 
dysentery  occurred  the  control  of  which  occasioned  many  hours 
of  work.  This  subject  is  dealt  with  in  detail  in  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health's  report,  as  also  is  the  influenza  epidemic 
which  arose  in  January  and  February. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  defects  in  drainage 
systems  occurred  during  the  year,  the  investigation  of  which 
and  the  supervision  of  repairs  thereto  proved  most  time 
consuming.  liThilst  a certain  proportion  of  the  defects  were  . 
known  to  have  been  due  to  colliery  subsidence  - for  which  the 
National  Coal  Board  accepted  liability  - it  seems  probable  that 
at  least  some  of  the  others  arose  as  a result  of  clay  shrinkage 
during  the  very  dry  summer  period. 

There  was  however,  a marked  reduction  in  the  number 
of  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Rent  Act,  1957*  These  totalled  35  compared  with  128  in 
1958  and  this  reduction  can,  I think,  be  taken  as  indicating 
that  the  Act  is  fulfilling  its  intention. 

The  other  numerous  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department 
are  dealt  with  in  detail  under  appropriate  headings  in  the 
body  of  the  Report . 
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COMPLAINTS  Luring  the  year  693  complaints  were  received  all 
of  which  were  dealt  with  as  occasion  warranted.

On  the  next  pages  are  shewn  the  numbers  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  area  together  with  details  of  the  incidence 
of  disease  revealed  by  inspection. 

The  total  kill  during  1959  numbered  34 » 283  - 
a reduction  of  3101  as  compared  v/ith  the  previous  year. 

Apart  from  sheep  (the  kill  increased  by  2152)  this 
reduction  related  to  all  other  classes  of  animals. 

In  so  far  as  disease  is  concerned  it  is  worthy 
of  note  that  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  again  fallen 
and  this  is  specially  marked  in  the  case  of  cows 5 in  fact 
the  percentage  of  cows  affected  was  less  than  other  cattle 
excluding  cows.  This  is  probably  explained  by  the  fact 
that  a proportion  of  these  animals  are  ’’reactors"  to  the 
tuberculin  test  and  have  been  disposed  of  by  farmers  for 
this  reason. 

It  might  be  mentioned  by  way  of  explanation  that 
although  the  number  of  calves  so  affected  appears  high 
most  were  large  and  might  equally  properly  have  been 
described  as  ’’baby  beef’’. 

The  number  of  cases  where  some  part  or  organ  was 
condemned  for  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  - both  in 
cows  and  cattle  other  than  cov/s  - shewed  a significant 
increase.  An  analysis  of  the  records  indicate  that  such 
rise  in  the  incidence  is  explained  by  the  higher  proportion 
of  ’’flulcey’’  livers  discovered. 

All  animals  slaughtered  have  been  inspected  and 
anything  less  than  100^  inspection  could  not  be  accepted 
as  satisfactory, 

I have  mentioned  each  year  since  the  decontrol 
of  meat  that  this  standard  has  been  achieved  only  by  reason 
of  the  loyalty  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff,  It  is  proper 
that  I should  once  again  extend  my  thanks  to  those 
Inspectors,  despite  the  fact  that  these  remarks  of 
appreciation  have  become  commonplace  in  my  Annual  Report 
in  this  context.

For  a nuraLer  of  years  up  to  the  31st  March  1959, 
the  Council  operrted  a Scheme  under  Section  II  of  the 
Damage  hy  Pests  Act  1949 > the  cost  thereof  "being  the 

suDject  of  a grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

This  grant  ceased  as  from  the  1st  April  1959, 
hut  the  Council  continued  to  employ  an  Operator  for  pest 
control  on  a whole-time  basis.

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Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

(a)  Industrial  Smoke 


In  the  Annual  Report  for  195^  it  was  recorded  that 
soot  and  grit  emissions  v^ere  occurring  from  the  chimney  at 
one  industrial  firm  in  the  district  and  that  after 
representations  from  the  Department  the  decision  was  taken 
to  instal  new  and  up-to-date  boiler  plant. 

The  business  carried  on  is  one  where  there  is  a 
fluctuating  steam  demand  and  the  plans  and  specifications 
submitted  for  approval  by  the  authority  provided  for  the 
installation  of  a new  boiler,  induced  draught  fan  with  grit 
scroll,  adequate  instrumentation  and  the  conversion  of  an 
existing  boiler  to  operate  as  a steam  accummulator , 

The  whole  of  the  work  was  completed  by  the  end  of 
1959  2nd  the  plant  is  now  operating  very  satisfactorily 


The  attention  of  three  firms  v;as  drawn  to  smoke 
emission  from  the  chimneys  of  their  premises.  Two  were 
found,  on  investigation,  to  be  due  to  mechanical  breakdowns 
which  were  dealt  with  by  the  firms  as  expeditiously  as 
possible  and  the  third  was  caused  by  incorrect  plant 
management  by  a temporary  and  inexperienced  stoker, 

(b)  Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

A volumetric  Sulphur  Dioxide  apparatus  and  smoke 
filter  was  set  up  and  put  into  operation  during  the  year. 

It  was  located  at  the  Health  Department  but  after  operation 
for  a limited  period  its  use  had  of  necessity  to  be 
discontinued  owing  to  demolition  of  buildings  in  very 
close  proximity  and  the  erection  of  a new  office  block 
which  would  have  materially  affected  readings. 

It  has  now  been  re-sited  at  the  Carlton  Public 
Library  and  it  is  mentioned  merely  for  the  record  that  it 
has  operated  in  its  new  location  since  l8th  January  i960. 
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(c)  Domestic  Smoke 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  in  hand  in 
connection  with  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas 
and  it  is  hoped  that  hy  the  end  of  I96O  Smoke  Control 
Orders  will  have  been  made  in  respect  of  some  II4  acres 
lying  to  the  West  of  the  centre  of  the  District, 

It  is  also  proposed  to  make  a Smoke  Control  Order 
with  respect  to  the  site  at  Phoenix  Farm,  Gedling,  on  which 
future  Council  housing  development  is  to  take  place 
together  with  the  area  immediately  adjacent  recently 
developed  by  the  Authority, 

The  Council  has  also  resolved  to  adopt  Byelaws 
under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  Section  24,  the  purpose  of  which 
is  to  secure  that  all  domestic,  heating  appliances  in  new 
buildings  are  of  types  iriiioh  can  ^0  operated  without 
smoke .
